"Correspondent ee cere And Ambassador Qumansky": — 
(Summarized) - Louis Fisher spent about twenty years in © 
Russia. He is an outstanding correspondent and authority 
on Russia. In his recent work, Fisher criticized the 
Stalin government for its union with Hitler. Also, he 
gave unfavorable publicity to the Soviet government for 
its treatment of the Ukrainians. 


Fisher was permitted to leave Russia unmolested; at which 
time, he did not take his family with him. After arriving 
in the United States, he tried to get his family to follow 
him. At this point, Fisher tried to negotiate the transfer 
through Cumansky the Russian Ambassador in America. 
Oumansky, in turn, began to question Fisher and his recent 
publications. Fisher was asked why he did not try to 
create a better feeling between Russia and America, and 

if he would be willing to do it in the future. Fisher 


refused to accept Oumansky's proposition. As a result, 


Oumansky "black-mailed" Fisher in Russia, and his family 
was refused permission to leave the country. It wasn't 
until the intervention of President Roosevelt that the 
Russian government released the Fisher family.

DR. OPPENHEIMER'S DRAMA. By V..TATARINOV. Paris. 


In the beginning of 1939, an American specialist 
on atomic physics, FE. 0. LAWRENCE, (phonetic). who later 
invented the famous "cyclotron," i. @. apparatus for splitting 
of atom, pessimistically called "fantastic" all perspectives 
for utilization of atomic energy for practical purposes. 

Two years previously, just as pessimistic a conclusion was. 
given by -the highest authority in the same field, Englishman 
RUTHERFORD (phonetic). Splitting of atom, accompanied by 

a tremendous release of energy, seemed fully possible 

from the theoretical point of view, but in practice no one 
succeeded in obtaining the "chain reaction" which alone 

could create a release (andconsequently, a utilization) of 
monstrous energy imprisoned in .amichroscopic atomic nucleus. 
It seemed to be a hopeless affair. ae 


On February 11 of the same year general pessimism 
was replaced by hope, as a result of a certain letter to 
editor. This letter appeared in a@ London weekly, "Nature." 
This magazine, enjoying world reputation, read only by 
scientists, and not reaching average public, is extremely 
"English" in character and appearance, very thoroughly dry, 
avoiding any sensationalism. In addition to the two articles, 
scientific chronicle, academic news, obituaries, bibliography 
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and advertisements about sctientifte appliances, every, tssue 
contains "Letters to Editor." The. Editorial office usually. 
points out that "it is not responsible for the opinions of 
authors of such letters." But every scientist usually 
announces his. discoveries in a "Letter to Editor,” addressed 
to. "Nature." 


In this particular letter, supplied by editors with 
‘a drily sounding title "New Type of Nuclear Reaction," 
German scientists, Professor LISA MEITNER and Dr. FRICH 
(phonetic), who fled from anti-Jewish persecutions. to 
Stockholm and Copenhagen, announced .that they succeeded in 
splitting the nucleus of an atom of uranium through 
bombardment of it by neutrons. Week before this, the same 
‘tyature" published a report of two American scientists, 
FOWLER and DODSON (phonetic),.of John Hopkins University, 
likewise in a form of a "Letter to Editor," to the effect 
that they observed the splitting of urantum transformed into 
barium. In January, 1939, a small conference was held in 
Washington of specialists in atomic physics, among whom 
predominated "new emigres"” who fled from totalitarian regimes; 
Dutchman NILS BOR (phonetic), Italian FERMI (phonetic) and 
others. NILS BOR, who before his departure from surope - 
personally talked with LISA MEITENER and FRICH, was the firs 
to point out the tremendous significance of this discovery 
and *: @ possibility of its use. for military purposes. 
PERMI insisted that it was necessary to hurry: Berlin 
physicists, headed by Dr. OTTO HAN (phonetic), to whose 
-- group MEITNER formerly belonged, feverishly worked on this 
problem, and a possibility was arising that the first atom . 
‘bomb would be indeed created in Germany and will be in HITLER's 
hands. FERMI rushed to the U. &. Navy Department, where 
they received him very*politely, thanked him and suggested 
to "continue research.” 


‘Then EINSTEIN wrote a personal letter to ROOSEVELT 
and the President appointed a committee for studying the 
problem of military utilization of atomic energy. - Representatives 
of War Department also became members of the committee and 
in this way atom came into the view of generals and admirals 
for the first time. Committee received a very modest 
appropriation for its researches: $6,000. 
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3 Then Englishmen CHADWICK and others, who firmly 
believed in possibility of manufacture of an atom bomb . 
intervened into this matter. On December 2, 1942, in a 
miserable shack hastily constructed ona tennis court of. 
the University of Chicago, the first "chain reaction" of 


atomic disintegration was: realized. 


Japanese attack intensified the attention of 
government and military circles toward problems of atomic 


‘physics. Scientific researches followed one another. 


Professor LAWRENCE of University of California, started to 
use his cyclotron. A place answering all the requirements 
for "secrecy and security” was chosen: a solitary plateau 


of Los Alamos, far. from any habitation.: According to the 


wording of an official report, ‘this laboratory."should be 
isolated from all nonessential communications with the 
outside world," but among its staff there was a talented > 
physicist,. German born and naturalized in England, 

CLAUS FUKS (phonetic), whe turned out to bea communist 


and Soviet agent. Dr. ROBERT OPPENHEIMER was appointed

Gi pecenbers 1953, President BISENHOWER ‘gathered 
a secret conference at the White House, at which Secretary 
of Defense, Attorney General, and representatives of 
Atomic Energy Commisston were present. The conference 
heard the "OPPENHEIMER case," whom newspapers called the 
"rather of the atom bomb." "A file on the case, as tall as 
a man, gathered by American intelligence in the. course 
of. ten years, lay in front of the President. As a result 
of a very brief session, President issued an orders 
"Create an, impenetrable wall between OPPENHEIMER and all 
government secrets." Few days later, chairman of Atomic 
Energy Commission sent a letter to scientist, stating all 
the charges (against-him). Its 23 paragraphs charged 


-OPPENHEIMER with reBtions with Communists. Last. paragraphs 


assertéd that OPPENHEIMER opposed the manufacture of 
hydrogen bomb even after President TRUMAN approved the project.

_ ‘fhere was no doubt regarding communist sympathies 
of OPPENHEIMER. It was established that he contributed to 
communist organizations, although. on a modest scale, wrote 
some sort of pamphlets which may be construed as "communistic” 
from the current American point of view, had at one time a 
stormy love affair with JEAN TATLOCK (phonetic).a rabid 
communist, then broke it, but continued meeting her. Colonel 
PECH (phonetic), one of the notables of American intelligence, 
expressed a surmise that OPPENHEIMER transmitted secret 
sctentific materials to communist while directing atomic 
laboratory at Los. Alamos. Wo one was able to prove this, 
while OPPENHEIMER himself categorically denied any collaboration 
with communists; according to him, he abandoned his "youthful 
illusions" long time ago and, in any case, he did not reveal 

‘any secrets. General GROW (phonetic), military director at 
Los Alamos, categorically refused to dismiss OPPENHEIMER, 
"in view of his extreme indispensability in all work.” 
Finally, American intelligence prevailed and the order of 
EISENHOWER put an end » OPPENHEIMER'S career as a "scientific 
adviser for. the government.” It was, however, impossible 

‘to terminate purely scientific activities of OPPENHEIMER. 
He is working at Princeton to this day, at @ special institute 
‘which admits only sctentists with world reputation; he was © 
not brought to any court trial, obviously, in view of.an 
impossibility of such a trial-and out of fear of scandal. 


: However, the scandal broke out. European press, 
in particular, spoke of a new "Dreyfus case," of renewal.in 
America of "witch hunts," compared American administration 
with that of HITLER. and STALIN. Even a section of American 
public protested; particularly indignant were scientific 
circles of the United States, atomic physicists, first of 
all. "Father of the Atom," or "ur. Atom," as OPPENHEIMER 
was called in the United States, acquired a reputation of 
the "martyr.of science."

‘It was published in Germany under the name, "Brighter Than 


a Thousand Suns." The book-.tells of the invention of. a

Dr. OPPENHEIMER, "In a degree of progress of my questionnaire, 
says YUNGK, "my original opinton about OPPENHEIMER began to 
undergo @ radical change. ! 


The drama-of OPPENHEIMER consisted. in the fact that 
‘he himself did not make any substantial discovery, did not 
recéive the Nobél Prize, as did his contemporaries or 
teachers, GEIZENBERG, “DIRAK, JOLIOT, BOR, RUTHERFORD, and 
FERMI (all names spelled phonetically), and OPPENHEIMER - 
understood that time was running out and that in modern 
physics, ‘only people under 40 may hope to make radical.

For the information of WFO, S&S. Pavilov-Rozhdestvenski referred 
to in referenced report of SA Miller was listed as: one of the 
publishers and editors who contributed to articles and 
publications sponsored by the National Alliance of Russian 
Solidarists, an anticommunist group.
